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SCHOOL  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Winterport;  — 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  school 
and  of  the  financial  standing  of  the  school  department  for  the 
school  year  ending  Feb.  20,  1921. 

The  general  conditions  of  our  schools  are  excellent.  The 
weather  conditions,  also  the  traveling  conditions  have  been  so 
good  throughout  the  year  that  the  attendance  has  been  above 
the  average  and  the  results  obtained  are  very  satisfactory. 

As  often  occurs,  a  number  of  changes  have  been  made  in  our 
teaching  force  during  the  year,  but  we  are  able  to  report  about 
the  same  number  of  home  teachers  employed. 

The  table  found  elsewhere  gives  the  teachers,  number  of  weeks, 
and  the  wages  per  week. 

The  services  of  our  janitors  must  have  been  good  as  we  have 
heard  no  complaint  of  the  work.  We  can  safely  report  a  year 
of  most  commendable  service  in  all  departments. 

CONVEYANCE. 

Mr.  Albert  Twining  conveys  the  children  to  the  Whittier 
School;  Mr.  Frank  Hall,  Mr.  L.  A.  White  and  Colby  Brown 
convey  to  the  Martin  School ;  and  F.  E.  Dunton  conveys  the 
children  on  the  river  road  to  the  village  school  and  Mr.  John 
Fields  conveys  from  Boyd's  Corner  to  the  Fisher  School.  The 
average  weekly  cost  of  a  team  is  $8.40. 

FUEL. 

Fuel  has  been  engaged  as  usual  by  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee. 

REPAIRS. 

General  repairs  have  been  made.       Floors  have  been  oiled 
and  the  blackboards  painted.      At  the  High  School  room  the 
ceiling  has  been  washed  and  painted,  and  the  toilets  painted.

Text  nooks  in  common  with  other  commodities  have  increas- 
ed very  much  in  price,  therefore  in  order  to  furnish  the  neces- 
sary books  we  have  been  obliged  to  exceed  the  appropriation. 

Our  Geographies  have  become  badly  worn  and  need  to  be 
replaced  with  new  ones.  A  larger  appropriation  in  this  ac- 
count will  be  needed. 
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MUSIC. 

We  are  very  glad  to  report  that  we  are  having  instruction  in 
music  in  our  schools  by  a  specially  trained  music  teacher. 
This  is  filling  a  long  felt  want  and  we  hope  it  may  become  an 
established  part  of  our  school  course.  Miss  Baker's  report  gives 
more  definitely  the  character  of  the  work  and  the  results. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Young  and  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Hill,  the  Grammar  School  is  enjoying  a  piano.  The  efforts 
and  kindness  are  much  appreciated. 

Learning  of  the  existing  need  for  a  piano  in  the  High  School 
and  of  the  desire  for  one  by  the  teachers  and  the  students 
Mrs.  Harriett  P.  Lewis  very  generously  presented  hers  to  the 
school.  We  highly  appreciate  this  kind  deed  and  we  join  with 
the  school  in  thanking  Mrs.  Lewis  for  the  piano. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

The  present  demand  is  for  physical  fitness  as  well  as  for 
mental  fitness.  That  the  need  of  medical  attention  is  very 
great  is  being  forced  upon  us  by  the  large  percentage  of  ail- 
ments found  in  schools  where  a  physician  is  employed. 

Of  about  2,000  school  children  living  in  a  union  of  good, 
healthful,  rural  towns  in  New  England,  who  were  examined 
by  school  physicians  during  the  past  year,  the  reports  show-

Many  of  these  ailments' if 
taken  in  season  yield  to  proper  treatment  and  the  child  grows 
into  a  healthy  being,  both  in  body  and  mind,  capable  of  ren- 
dering to  the  community  in  whieh4ie lives  the  full  measure  of 
usefulness  for  which  he  was  inf ended.  Are  we  not  responsible 
to  some  extent,  for  the  health  of  our  future  citizens?  We 
have  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $150  to  start  this  movement. 

Health  lessons  are  being  given  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  instructions  in  physical  culture.  A  copy  of  "Clark  "s 
Physical  Culture"  has  been  placed  on  every  teacher's  desk. 


Intelligence  tests  have  been  given  and  the  results  are  used  as 
a  hasis  of  authority  for  the  promotion  of  scholars  during  the 
year  and  for  grading  them  according  to  their  mental  ability. 
HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Our  high  school  with  44  students  registered  is  doing  excel- 
lent work.  With  Principal  Andrews  as  its  leader  we  expect 
no  other  than  good  results.  For  further  information  I  refer 
you  to  the  principal's  report.

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Report  of  the  High  School  Principal. 

To  the  Officers  and  Citizens  of  the  town  of  Winterport. 

The  following  report  of  the  high  school  for  the  year  1920-21 
is  respectfully  submitted : 

The  attendance  during  the  present  year  has  been  rather  bet- 
ter than  last  year,  fewer  cases  of  unnecessary  absence  being 
noticed  .  Excuses  are  required  for  all  cases  of  absence  and  each 
unexcused  absence  results  in  a  deduction  of  5%  in  the  stu- 
dent's marks  for  the  term.  This  system  is  similar  to  the  absence 
system  in  operation  at  Bates  college.  Forty-five  students  are 
registered  at  present  and  are  classified  as  follows:

The  average  scholarship  of  the  students  is  high.    An  honor 


list  is  posted  at  the  end  of  each  half  term  showing  the  names  of 
all  student?  who  have  attained  a  rank  of  A  in  all  studies  during 
the  half  term  and  the  names  of  those  who  have  attained  a  rank 
of  not  less  than  B  in  all  studies.  About  40%  of  the  students 
have  retained  their  places  on  this  list  throughout  the  year.  An 
average  of  70%  or  over  in  each  course  is  required  for  passing 
work  and  all  courses  in  which  the  final  rank  falls  below  70% 
must  be  repeated.  A  minimum  of  15  units  on  subjects  com- 
pleted in  the  four  years'  course  is  required  for  graduation  ac- 
cording to  the  State  law. 
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There  is  some  lack  of  preparation  noted  in  the  entering  clas- 
ses which  hinders  the  progress  in  high  school .  This  may  be 
overcome  by  close  co-operation  among  parents,  teachers  and 
children.  Teachers  should  not  promote  children  who  have  not 
thoroughly  mastered  the  fundamentals  of  the  grades,  and  par- 
ents should  co-operate  with  the  children  outside  of  school 
hours  and  see  that  home  work  is  properly  attended  to. 

The  course  in  music  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and  without 
doubt  is  a  distinct  addition  to  the  school  curriculum,  The 
piano  presented  by  Mrs.  Harriett  Lewis  is  highly  appreciated 
and  many  thanks  are  due  her  for  her  generosity. 

In  order  that  the  school  may  be  thoroughly  efficient  the  fol- 
lowing plans  should  hi  carried  out. 

•  (a)  Tha  mathematics  of  the  senior  year  should  consist  of 
courses  in  solid  geometry  and  advanced  algebra,  rather  than 
the  review  of  plane  geometry,  elementary  algebra  and  arith- 
metic now  in  the  curriculum.  Students  entering  college  find 
themselves  greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  these  courses. 

(b)  The  treatise  on  civics  now  in  use  in  the  school  is  anti- 
quated and  a  more  modern  and  practical  course  should  be 
provided. 

(c)  The  following  repairs  are  not  only  desirable,  but  actually 
necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

(1)  New  black-boards,  should  be  provided  for  the  main  room. 

(2)  The  fallen  plaster  should   be  replaced   in  the  hall  and 
recitation  room  and  the  walls  painted. 

(3)  A  new  stove  is  needed  for  the  recitation  room   and  the 
box  around  it  should  be  repaired. 

(5)     Provision  should   be  made  for  the  display  of  the  flag  on 
the  school  house.    The  school  has  a  flag,   but  the  hal- 
yards for  raising  it  are  lacking. 
In  closing,  I  wish   to  thank  the  superintendent  of  schools, 

the  school  committer  and  ail  other  officers  and  citizens  who 

have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  school.

llepurt  of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

To  the  School  Committee  and   Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Winterport:  — 

By  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  I  herewith  sub- 
mit a  report  of  my  work  as  Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  schools 
of  Winterport. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  WORK. 
Music  in  the  schools!  What  does  it  mean?  To  some  it 
may  mean  something  about  as  definite  as  "music  in  the  air." 
It  conveys,  perhaps,  a  vague  idea  of  pleasant  times  spent  in 
learning  and  singing  songs  to  break  up  the  heavy  routine  of 
other  school  studies,  with  sometimes  a  little  talk  on  music  and 
statement  of  facts  about  its  structure.  This  is  all  right  as  far 
as  it  goes,  and,  alas,  is  all  that  some  schools  are  getting;  but 
it  is  not  what  we  mean  by  public  school  music  in  the  strict 
sense  of  the  term. 

By  public  school  music,  we  mean  a  definite,  carefully  map- 
ped-out,  carefully  followed  system  of  vocal  music,  under  the 
direction  of  a  trained  supervisor.  Beginning  with  the  pri- 
mary grades,  the  work  is  carried  through  step  by  step,  grade 
by  grade,  until  a  course  is  completed  which  gives  every  child 
a  training  in  sight  reading  and  singing,  and  a  practical  knowl- 
edge of  all  the  fundamental  principles  of  music. 

The  little  child  entering  upon  school  life  is  taught  first  how 
to  use  his  voice.  Children  lacking  in  the  sense  of  correct  pitch 
are  patiently  worked  with;  their  listening  faculties  aroused  to 
hear  the  difference  in  tone,  and  to  imitate  tones  correctly. 

Correct  breathing  and  tone  production  are  taught  from  the 
start,  and  voices  are  never  ruined  by  being  allowod  to  sing  too 
loud,  too  harsh,  or  too  tbroaty. 

In  the  tirst  three  grades  is  established  the  most  important 
thing  of  all — the  memorizing  of  tone.  This  is  done  by  the 
use  of  the  syllable  names  for  our  scale  tones,  do,  re,  mi,  etc. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  grade,  pupils  should  be  able  to  sing 
at  sight  fairly  difficult  melodies.  The  teaching  of  time  goes 
constantly  with  the  study  of  tone.  With  each  succeeding 
grade,  exercises  become  more  difficult,  mental  demands  are 
greater,  reasoning  powers  are  developed,  powers  of  thought  and 
intense  concentration. 
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VALUE  OF  MUSIC  IN  THE  SCHOOLS. 

It  does  not  seem  as  if,  in  this  age  of  the  world  there  should 
need  to  be  any  argument  over  public  school  music.  But  if  one 
were  needed,  the  strongest  would  be  this:  that  music  calls  for 
as  great  mental  study,  develops  the  reasoning  and  concentra- 
tion as  much  as,  if  not  greater  than,  any  other  school  subject. 
This  is  truer  of  public  school  music  than  it  is  of  the  study  of 
any  kind  of  instrumental  music. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  to  every  child  private  lessons  on  a 
musical  instrument,  but  it  is  the  right  of  every  child  to  be 
taught  to  use  his  singing  voice  and  to  interpret  correctly  the 
signs  and  symbols  which  constitute  our  musical  language. 

We  cannot  get  along  without  music.  No  public  program  is 
complete  without  it.  Churches,  lodges,  societies,  patriotic  and 
political  gatherings— all  must  have  it.  If  there  is  music  in  the 
schools,  there  will  be  music  in  the  home. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC  IN  WINTERPORT. 

Winterport  made  no  mistake  in  putting  music  in  its  public 
schools,  in  keeping  with  the  best  schools  all  over  our  state  and 
country.  The  great  mistake  would  be  if  the  standard  of  the 
teaching  of  music  is  ever  allowed  to  slip;  if,  through  fake  ideas 
of  economy,  the  imitation  is  ever  substituted  for  the  genuine. 

The  regular  teaching  of  music  began  in  our  Winterport 
schools  about  the  third  week  of  last  April.  From  that  time 
until  the  close  of  school  it  was  carried  on  in  the  grades  of  the 
village  schools;  two  visits  by  the  supervisor  being  made  to  each 
room  during  the  week.  It  was  impossible  to  carry  it  to  the 
rural  schools  at  that  time.  Neither  could  it  be  taken  up  in  the 
high  school,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  high  school  work  in  the 
absence  of  an  assistant. 

The  first  public  appearance  of  the  pupils,  after  some  work  in 
music,  was  at  Union  Hall  last  Memorial  Day,  when  interme- 
diate and  grammar  school  pupils  sang  with  good  effect,  two 
flag  songs  during  the  exercises. 

Every  holiday,  patriotic  or  otherwise,  is  always  prepared  for 
in  the  schools  with  appropriate  music.  The  little  tots  could 
sing  at  a  moment's  notice,  "Marching  Proudly,  Went  Our 
Soldiers,"  "Out  to  Fight  in  Battle,"  Now  They  Sleep  Beneath 
The  Stars." 
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MUSIC  IN  THE  HIGH  AND  RURAL  SCHOOLS. 
With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  the  music  was  started  in 
the  high  school  and  the  rural  schools,  one  day  a  week  being- 
given  to  visiting  our  five  rural  schools-  A  good  start  was 
made  in  the  work  in  these  schools,  b:t  with  ths  coming  of  win- 
ter, it  had  to  be  discontinued  during  the  winter  season. 

NUMBER  OF  LESSONS  AND  LENGTH  OF  LESSON 

PERIOD. 

One  lesson  a  week,  of  from  forty  to  forty-five  minutes'  dur- 
ation, has  been  given  in  every  room  in  the  village  during  the 
fall  and  winter  terms. 

It  is  not  only  the  actual  teaching  of  these  lessons  in  the  school- 
rooms that  takes  up  the  time  of  the  supervisor.  All  these  lessons 
most  be  carefully  prepared  in  advance.  Exercises  covering 
points  being  taught  must  bp  written  and  left  with  the  grade 
teachers,  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  the  work  during  the  week. 
A  supervisor  must  give  up  many  hours  to  her  work  outside  the 
school-room.  When  books  containing  desired  songs  are  lack- 
ing, the  copying  of  songs  also  requires  much  time.  Some 
songs  also  have  to  be  transposed,  put  into  another  key,  the  giv- 
en key  being,  perhaps,  too  high  or  too  low. 

PIANOS  IN  THE  SCHOOL  ROOMS. 
Pianos  in  the  rooms  of  the  grades  are  not  at  all  a  necessity. 
It  is  very  pleasant  and  helpful  to  have  a  piano  in  a  school  build- 
ing for  use  in  assembly  singing,  and  to  use  after  songs  have  been 
learned . 

The  town  is  fortunate  in  having  pianos  in  the  Grammar  and 
High  Sohoo]  buildings.  Mrs.  Harriett  Page  Lewis  very  gra- 
ciously gave  us  her  piano  for  the  High  School.  It  has  been 
much  enjoyed,  and  has  added  greatly  to  the  school  life. 

In  November  an  entertainment  was  given  by  the  grammar 
and  intermediate  pupils,  the  proceeds  from  which  bought  a 
second-hand  piano  for  their  building. 

These  pianos  have  rosewood  and  mahogany  cases  of  value. 

Another  gift  for  which  we  are  deeply  grateful  came  from  one 
also  born  in,  and  loyal  to,  the  town  of  Winterport,  Mr.  Frank 
R.  Atwood,  of  Bangor,  gave  us  about  ninety  books,  containing 
many  of  the  old,  familiar  songs  aud  patriotic  ones.  These  are 
being  used  in  the  high  and  grammar  schools  for  supplement- 
ary singing. 
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OUR  NEEDS. 

We  need,  very  much  a  set  of  school  music  readers,  adapted 
to  the  work  of  each  grade,  for  sight  reading  and  singing.  There 
are  five  sets  of  these  readers,  published  by  different  firms. 

Books  especially  for  high  school  singing  are  a  very  great  need, 
and  must  be  procured  in  the  near  future.  Blackboard  work 
is  a  great  feature  of  public  school  music  Exercises  must  be 
put  on  the  board,  the  staff  lines  large  and  clear  and  all  nota- 
tion likewise.  The  upper  primary  and  intermediate  rooms 
have  fine  blackboards.  There  are  good  ones  in  the  rural  schools 
In  the  grammar,  lower  primary  and  high  school  thev  are  very 
difficult  to  write  upon,  and  unsatisfactory  for  work  of  any  kind 
even,  beside  music. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  th  it  after  the  beautiful  new  library  stands 
before  us  in  completion,  the  citizens  will  turn  their  attention  to 
a  new,  modern  school  building,  centrally  located ,  with  modern 
equipment  for  efficient  work. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  THE  TEACHERS. 
1  have  only  wo.'ds  of  praise  for  the  co-operation  and  helpful- 
ness given  me  by  all  the  teachers  in  my  wotk.     They  have  all 
very  kindly  adapted  their  hours  to  suit  mine,  and  have  given 
me  alwavs  all  the  time  I  desired. 

THE  GREATEST  BENEFIT, 
The  children  who  will  get  the  most  good  out  of  our  public 
school  music  are  those  who  are  now  in  our  primary  and  inter- 
mediate grades.  The  work  was  started  rather  too  late  for  those 
now  in  the  high  school,  or  even  in  the  upper  grades  of  the 
grammer  school.  This  work  must  be  begun  with  the  primary 
children  and  advance  in  the  same  way  as  they  advance  in  other 
studies.  It  is  work  that  cannot  be  hurried.  It  means  con- 
stant drill,  reiteration,  repetition  of  ideas  and  facts.  All  the 
time  the  children  are  advancing  toward  a  definite  goal.  By  the 
time  the  high  school  is  reached  the  foundation  work  should  be 
over.  We  should  have  a  school  of  young  men  and  women  able 
to  sing  pleasingly  and  well,  anything  set  before  them  ;  a  source 
of  pleasure  to  themselves;  an  asset  to  the  musical  life  of  the 
community. 
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SYSTEMS  OF  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 
There  are  several  fine  systems  of  public  school  music.  The 
one  being  used  in  the  Winterport  schools  is  the  Weaver  system ; 
and  was  studied  by  the  supervisor  in  Boston  in  1914,  followed 
by  a  course  at  the  Institute  of  Pedagogy,  Northampton,  Mass., 
in  1915.  It  is  used  extensively  in  the  schools  of  Massachusetts 
and  Connecticut,  such  as  Boston  and  Hartford. 

RESULTS  ALREADY  SEEN. 
The  recent  entertainment  in  celebration  of  Washington's 
Birthday  showed  well  some  results  of  our  work  up  to  this  time. 

The  clear,  sweet  tones  of  the  children,  their  distinct  enuncia- 
tion, the  fine  musical  effect  of  the  choruses,  all  of  which  brought 
so  much  delight  to  the  ears  of  the  listeners,  was,  as  one  citizen 
expressed  it,  "quite  worth  while." 

Because  of  its  educational  value,  and  its  value  from  the 
standpoint  of  culture  and  art  and  moral  betterment,  public 
school  music  deserves  the  continued  and  increasing  support  of 
the  town  and  all  its  citizens.

To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools,  for  Free  High  School, 
for  the  repairs  of  School  houses,  for  School  Supplies  and  for 
Free  Text  Books. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  en- 
title the  town  to  State  aid  as  provided  in  Section  20  of  Chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the 
sum  of  $533.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  Section  of  State  Aid 
road,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioner, in  addition  to  the  amount  regularly  raised  for  the  care 
of  ways,  highways  and  bridges;  the  above  amount  being  the 
maximum  which  the  town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  9  and  18  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913.

We  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of  the  schools 
for  the  year  ending  Feb.  1922. 

We  have  had  the  same  number  of  schools  in  operation  as  last 
year,  namely: — nine  elementary  schools  each  employing  one 
teacher,  and  one  high  chool  employing  two  teachers. 

This  seems  to  be  the  most  economical  and  most  satisfactory 
arrangement  for  reaching  all  the  children. 

The  work  of  the  schools  has  not  been  disturbed  very  much  ex- 
cept by  a  few  dilatory  children,  and  this  trouble  is  due,  mainly, 
either  to  the  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  or  to 
their  want  of  knowledge  of  what  should  be  required  of  a  child 
after  he  has  been  enrolled  in  school.  It  is  very  trying  to  all 
who  have -the  schools  in  charge,  to  have  a  child  enter  school 
and  then  be  absent,  a  day  or  two,  every  week  or  two.  It  is  a 
crime  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  as  well  as  against  the  child,  for  a 
parent  to  allow  such  conditions  of  attendance.  Because  of  his 
absence,  not  only  the  child  suffers  an  injury  but  his  whole 
class  suffers  as  well.  On  his  return  to  school  the  lessons  must 
necessarily  be  repeated  for  his  benefit  thus  retarding  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  class  and  increasing  the  cost  of  education 

Non-attendance  produce?  an  economic  loss  to  the  town  which, 
by  careful  study,  has  been  quite  accurately  determined.  It  is 
estimated  that -if  every  child  attend  school  every  day  that  it  be 
possible  for  him  to  do  so,  he  will  be  able  to  do  as  much  work 
in  twelve  years  as  he  now  does  in  thirteen.  In  our  own  town 
from  the  data  given  in  the  teachers'  registers  for  the  school 
year  ending  July  1921,  we  find  that  for  all  of  the  scholars  in 
all  of  the  schools,  in  town,  the  per  cent  of  attendance  was  86; 
hence  14%  of  non-attendance.  At  this  rate  in  seven  and 
orte  seventh  years  we  sustain  an  economic  loss  amounting  to 
the  cost  of  one  year  of  school. 

We  submit  this  data  in  order  that  the  people  may  fully  real- 
ize the  enormity  of  the  loss  sustained  by  allowing  children  to 
remain  away  from  school  the  occasional  day. 

By  the  new  law  for  apportioning  State  school  funds,  a  part 
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is  apportioned  on  number  of  days  in  attendance  of  all  children 
enrolled.  By  this  method  of  apportionment  every  day  that 
any  child  does  not  attend  school  takes  from  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  town  should  receive  from  the  state.  This 
brings  the  responsibility  of  school  attendance  into  close  touch 
with  the  citizens'  pocket-book. 

SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

There  are  in  Winterport  327  children  from  five  to  21  years 
of  age.  167  boys  and  160  girls.  Of  these  234  are  enrolled  in 
the  schools  118  boys  and  116  girls.  The  elementary  school 
year  ending  July,  1921,  was  170  days  in  length,  and  the  fol- 
lowing named  scholars  were  present  every  day.  John  Bir- 
mingham, 5  years  old,  Thomas  Birmingham,  7  years  old,  Rosa 
Homer,  10  years  old  and  Helen  Clements,  9  years  old.  The 
children  of  ;he  elementary  schools  who  lost  20  days  or  more  of 
the  170  days  are  Warren  Porter,  Russell  Porter,  Clayton  Porter 
Earl  Porter,  Harlan  Perkins,  Myrtle  Clark,  Nellie  Clark,  Mil- 
ton Clark,  Lillian  Shanks,  Irene  Edmonds,  Clara  Knowles, 
Edna  Woodman,  Alfred  Sawyer,  Edwin  Hopkins,  Merle  Young 
Kenneth  Young,  Everett  Young,  Edward  Locke,  Pauline  Locke 
Paul  Crockett,  Wilbur  Colson,  Albert  White,  Roderick  Clark, 
Sherman  Clark,  Raymond  Wellman,  Roland  Wellman,  Silas 
Emerson,  Dih  D/jr,  Eugene  Marden,  Juanita  Fields,  Thola 
Littlefield,  Clifton  Crooker,  Harold  Crooker,  Grace  Knowles. 

Thirty-five  scholars  each  lost  10  3-7%,  and  in  many  cases 
more  of  their  school.  I  i  a  large  majority  of  these  cases  this 
loss  was  unnecessary.  Of  the  High  School  students  those  who 
lost  20  days  or  more  are  Donald  Lang,  Hazel  Morgan,  Marg;.- 
ret  Morgan  and  .Minerva  Wilson.  They  lost  11  1-9%  of  their 
school.  Those  whc  did  not  lose  a  day  are  Mary  A  Ellingwood, 
Mabel  Hopkins,  John  Parker,  and  Randall  Young.  That  par- 
ents can  content  themselves  by  saying  "Oh  well,  if  they  do 
lose  a  day  now  and  then  they  can  make  it  up",  is  the  part  we 
who  have  to  do  with  schools  ascribe  to  the'  'inconsistency  of  man' 
An  Act,  (Chapter  173,  P.  L.  1921,)  repealed  the  law  by  which 
the  School  Mill  Fund  and  Common  School  Fund  were  distribu- 
ted to  towns,  also  the  law  whereby  high  schools  received  approx- 
imately $500  each. 

The  new  provision  provides  for  elementary  schools  and  high 
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schools  from  one  fund.  Aid  from  the  State  is  out  of  one  fund 
and  distributed  on  the  basis  of  approximately  38%  on  school 
census,  31%  on  number  of  teachers  employed,  20%  on  aggre- 
gate attendance.  The  b  ilancc  is  used  for  tuition  reimburse- 
ment, and  for  equalizing  school  expenses  among  the  towns. 

The  first  appointment  of  the  new  school  fund  will  be  made  in 
December  1922,  on  the  basis  of  the  census  for  April  1,  1922, 
and  teaching  positions  and  attendance  for  the  year  ending  July 
1,  1922. 

Comparison — 

The  part  of  the  tax  dollar  used  for  school  purposes  is  38.83% . 
The  part  of  the  tax  dollar  used  for  teachers'  wages  is  26.86% 
The  part  of  the  school  dollar  used  for  teachers'  wages  is 
69.17%. 

CONVEYANCE 
Mr.  Albert  Twining  conveys  the  children  to  the  Whittier 
school;  Mr.  Frank  Hall,  Mr.  L.  H.  White,  and  Mr.  Maurice 
Clark  convey  to  the  Martin  school;  Mr.  F  E.  Dunton  conveys 
the  children  on  the  river  road  to  the  village  school ;  and  Mr. 
John  Fields  conveys  the  children  from  Boyd's  Corner  to  the 
Fisher  school.    The  average  weekly  ccst  is  89%. 

FUEL. 

Fuel  has  been  purchased  by  the  committee.  About  four  cords 
of  wood  to  a  stove  are  required  if  gocd  wood  is  furnished.  If 
white  birch  or  soft  wood  is  provided,  more  is  necessary. 

REPAIRS. 

At  the  Martin  School  quite  extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
The  committee  purchased  a  piece  of  land  to  enlarge  the  lot, 
moved  the  buildings  across  the  road,  and  remodeled  them 
according  to  approved  plans.  The  work  was  not  completed 
owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Woodman  who  had  it  in  charge. 

In  the  hall  and  stairway  of  the  High  School  building  a  new 
steel  ceiling  and  new  paint  were  added.  A  new  stove  has  been 
installed  in  the  recitation  room.  Mr.  Neally  took  the  old 
stove  in  exchange.  Only  minor  repairs  have  been  made  in 
the  other  schools.  Either  the  Fisher  or  the  Lowell  school 
should  be  remodeled  next  year  as  all  schools  must  be  re- 
modeled with  the  beginning  of  schools  in  Sept.  1924,  and 
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all  have  been  remodeled  except  these  two. 

JANITORS. 

The  janitors  work  has  been  attended  to  at  the  upper  village 
schools  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Danielson,  and  at  the  lower  village  schools 
by  Mr.  Clayton  Grant.  The  teachers  have  had  charge  of  the 
janitor  work  in  the  outside  schools  They  have  carefully  looked 
after  the  buildings  and  other  school  property. 

BOOKS. 

New  Geographies  have  been  bought,  also  new  Civics,  and 
new  books  on  solid  geometry.  Only  such  other  books  as  were 
needed  to  replace  worn  out  ones  have  been  bought. 

MUSIC.  • 

Music  has  been  continued  in  the  schools  during  the  year  when 
traveling  and  other  conditions  would  permit.  The  music  teach- 
ers report  appears  elsewher. 

HEALTH. 

Those  who  come  most  closely  in  touch  with  the  questions  of 
health  realize  as  no  others  can  the  great  necessity  for  more 
careful  watchfulness  of  the  conditions  surrounding  child  life 
and  the  physical  condition  of  every  child.  Dr.  Smith  has  most 
generously  given  of  his  services  to  examine  all  of  the  elementary 
school  children,  visiting  the  several  schools  for  that  purpose. 
For  further  information  we  refer  you  to  Dr.  Smith's  report. 
PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

The  State  law  requires  that  health  work  and  systematic 
physical  education  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  schools  of  the 
state.  Every  teacher  has  been  instructed  to  make  special  ef- 
I  fort  that  no  opportunity  be  passed  unnoticed  when  some  valu- 
able lesson  for  better  health  and  physical  fitness  could  be  taught. 
It  will  be  a  great  step  in  advancement  when  the  towns  shall 
employ  a  physical  director. 

EQUALIZATION  FUND. 

Equalization  funds  are  payable  only  to  such  towns  as  have  a 
rate  in  excess  of  the  state.  Since  Winterport's  tax  rate  is  below 
the  average  no  equalization  fund  will  be  received  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Officers  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Winterport. 

The  following  report  of  the  high  school  for  the  year  1921-22 
is  respectfully  submitted: 

Fifty-five  students  were  registered  this  year  of  which  fifty-one 
are  now  attending,  and  are  classified  as  follows:

I  be!  ieve  that  the  attendance  of  students  from  adjacent  towns 
should  be  encouraged,  as  the  additional  expense  of  teaching  a 
dozen  more  students  amounts  to  very  little,  with  the  exception 
of  text  books.  On  the  other  hand,  the  increased  tuition  of  $60 
per  student  for  those  who  reside  in  other  towns,  provides  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  school  funds. 

The  efficiency  of  the  school  has  been  greatly  increased  this 
year  by  the  election  of  Mr.  W.  H  Lord  as  Sub-Master.  He 
is  a  very  able  and  thorough  teacher  and  a  hard  worker  for  the 
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success  of  the  school.  I  have  nothing  but  words  of  praise  for 
his  work,  and  his  influence  for  good  among  the  students. 

Other  factors  for  increased  efficiency,  are  the  addition  of  a 
course  in  solid  geometry  for  fourth  year  students,  and  the  in- 
troduction of  a  modern  and  up-to-date  text  book  in  civics. 
Both  these  improvements  were  recommended  as  desirable  in 
my  last  year's  report. 

Expensive  additions  have  been  made  to  the  chemical  labora- 
tory both  in  equipment  and  supplies,  leaving  nothing  to  be 
desired  along  this  line.  We  are  now  caring  for  a  class  of  twenty 
in  labortory  chemistry. 

The  ceilings  have  been  repaired  and  a  steel  ceiling  placed  in 
the  hall.  The  hall,  stairway  and  recitation  room  have  been 
painted.  A  new  stove  has  been  purchased  for  the  recitation 
room  and  halyards  rigged  on  the  flagpole,  the  latter  job  being 
done  by  the  boys  of  the  school.  All  these  improvements  have 
well  cared  for  by  the  students  which  should  be  a  matter  of  pride 
to  the  parents  and  citizens. 

A  number  of  new  books  have  been  added  to  the  library, 
among  which  are  a  twenty  volume  set  of  "The  World's  Greatest 
Authors''  presented  by  Mrs.  Margaret  A.  Niles. 

Etoco  nm  md^tions  for  the  coming  year  include  the  reorgan- 
ization of  the  physics  course,  which  will  necessitate  the  pur- 
chase of  new  and  additional  equipment,  and  an  increase  in  the 
reference  library-  Both  of  these  recommendations  can  be 
easily  taken  care  of  by  the  state  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

I  would  further  ask  that  the  townspeople  consider  some 
means  by  which  the  athletic  activities  of  the  school  can  be 
improved  and  a  field  provided  for  baseball  as  the  field  now  in 
use  is  not  available  this  spring.  Athletics  .  in  moderation  are 
essential  to  the  well  being  and  contentment  of  the  students  and 
I  believe  that  a  little  help  along  this  line  by  the  citizens  would 
be  a  good  investment. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  school  committee  and  all  other  officers  and  citizens  who 
have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  school .

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Members  of  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Winterport: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  past  year's  work  in 
the  public  school  music. 

The  year  just  pissed  has  been  one  of  very  marked  progress, 
and  in  which  gratifying  results  have  been  achieved.  The  re- 
sults have  byen  shown  in  several  ways.  In  one,  by  the  greater 
ability  the  majority  of  the  pupils  display  in  reading  and  sing- 
ing songs  and  exercises  at  sight;  by  their  increased  mental 
power  and  more  certain  knowledge  of  the  study  of  music  in 
theory  and  practice.  Another  way  is  in  the  greater  skill  in 
using  their  voices,  the  pronounced  improvement  in  quality  of 
voices,  and  in  their  ability  to  render  songs  of  no  small  degree 
of  difficulty  in  a  wTay  to  delight  the  ears  of  the  listeners,  and  to 
furnish  the  truest  enjoyment. 

BOOKS  PURCHASED. 

In  April  of  last  year  copies  of  Junior  Laurel  Songs  for  use  in 
the  Grammar  and  Intermediate  schools  were  purchased.  While 
it  was  a  matter  of  necessity  to  purchase  song- books,  yet  we  feel 
gratified  to  have  secured  a  collection  of  such  melodious,  worth- 
while songs. 

For  the  High  School  we  selected  the  School  Song  Book,  a 
book  of  songs  of  high  school  grade,  and  in  every  way  a  superb 
collection.  These  books  have  been  intensely  enjoyed.  Copies 
of  the  First  Music  Reader  of  the  (Ginn  &  Co.) New  Educational 
Course  have  also  been  in  use  in  the  grade  schools. 

THE  FESTIVAL  AT  CAMDEN. 

Last  Ma\  for  the  first  time  Winterport  High  School  was  able 
to  send  sixteen  singers  to  the  annual  Music  Festival  of  the 
High  Schools  of  Knox  and  Waldo  counties.  This  was  held  in 
Camden  May  27th,  and  was  an  event  long  to  be  remembered. 

We  worked  on  the  music  to  be  sung  for  weeks  in  advance, 
and  the  festival  furnished  an  added  stimulus  for  the  study  of 
music  during  the  last  weeks  of  school. 

PUPILS  IN  PUBLIC  PERFORMANCE. 

The  citizens  have  had  opportunity  to  hear  the  pupils  sing 
on  a  number  of  occasions.  Grammar  and  Intermediate  pu- 
pils furnished  their  own  music  for  the  very  fine  graduation 
of  the  Grammar  school  last  June.    At  the  Educational  Rally

in  November,  special  honors  for  singing  went  to  the  High 
School,  which  was  present  in  full  numbers  and  which  delighted 
all  by  its  splendid  rendering  of  songs.  Shortly  afterward  in 
December  a  Community  Sing  was  held  by  the  High  Schcol 
in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Vestry,  when  again  splendid  music- 
was  enjoyed. 

A  Christmas  program  was  rendered  by  the  Grammar  school 
in  its  own  room  at  the  close  of  the  school  in  December  and 
should  be  considered  one  of  the  musical  achievements  of  the 
year.  On  the  night  of  Washington's  Birthday  in  the  past 
month  the  pupils  of  the  grade  schools  gave  a  most  enjoyable 
program  in  the  M.  E.  Vestry.  Never  did  the  singing  of  the 
grades  show  to  better  advantage. 

VISITS  TO  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  same  order  of  things  as  for  the  year  preceding  has  been 
carried  on  by  the  supervisor,  one  visit  to  each  room  being 
made  during  the  week.  Visits  were  made  to  the  rural  schools 
in  the  spring,  and  in  the  fall  as  long  as  weather  conditions 
permitted.  In  the  fall  term  greater  progress  was  made  in  the 
rural  schools  than  ever  before.  The  results  in  these  schools 
vary  according  to  the  ability  of  the  grade  teachers  to  carry  on 
the  work. 

BOOKS  NEEDED. 

The  number  of  song  books  is  still  very  inadequate  to  our 
needs.  The  Junior  Laurel  Songs  have  to  be  transferred  as 
needed  to  Grammar  and  Intermediate  room,  then-;  not  being- 
enough  for  both.  This  means  more  wear  and  tear  to  say 
nothing  of  inconvenience.  We  should  have  enough  books  for 
both  schools  to  use  at  the  same  time.  It  is  imperative  to  have 
these  books  bought  also  for  the  upper  grades  in  rural  schools. 

As  many  more  copies  of  the  School  Song  Books  are  needed  in 
the  High  School.  Now  sometimes  three  pupils  have  to  share 
one  baok.  It  is  due  to  the  keenness  and  foresight  of  the 
teachers  in  seating  the  pupils  during  the  music  period  that  the 
books  we  have  are  utilized  to  the  best  advantage. 

IN  CLOSING. 

I  could  not  close  this  report  without  a  word  of  tribute  to  my 
co-workers,  the  teachers  in  grades  and  high  school.  Their 
co-operation,  enthusiasm,  loyalty  and  ability  have  made  these 
gratifying  achievements  possible.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION  OF 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

Members  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and 
Citizens  of  Winterport:  — 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  physical  examina- 
tion of  the  pupils  of  the  elementary  schools. 

Possibly  there  are  half  a  dozen  pupils  who  were  not  examined 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  absent  on  the  days  on  which  the 
examinations  were  made. 

Especially  do  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  parents  to 
those  children  whose  teeth  and  tonsils  are  in  a  diseased  con- 
dition. Diseased  teeth  and  tonsils  are  always  sources  for 
systemic  infection,  and  are  the  forerunners  of  St.  Vitus  dance, 
rheumatism,  heart  disease  and  middle  ear  troubles. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  School  Committee  and  myself  to  have 
these  diseased  conditions  remedied  and  thereby  favor  the 
mental  development  and  conserve  the  health  of  the  children. 

It  is  huped  that,  during  thQ  coming  year,  motion  pictures 
and  talks  may  be  given  to  the  school  children  and  the  public 
on  the  cause  and  prevention  of  some  of  the  infectious  diseases. 
These  affairs  to  be  run  as  educational  features. 

The  teachers  and  parents  have  given  valuable  assistance  by 
co-operating  with  me,  and  they  will  realize  more  and  more  the 
importance  of  medical  work  in  the  schools.

To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  Common  Schools,  for  Free  High  School, 
for  the  repairs  of  Schoolhouses,  for  School  Supplies  and  for 
Free  Text  Books. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  en- 
title the  Town  to  State  aid  as  provided  in  Section  20  of  Chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriat  and  raise  the 
sum  of  $533.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  Section  of  State  Aid 
Road,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioner in  addition  to  the  amount  regularly  raised  for  the  care 
of  ways,  Highways  and  Bridges;  the  above  amount  being  the 
maximum  which  the  Town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  9  and  18  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913.

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SCHOOL  REPORT 


Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  first,  annual  report 
of  the  progress  of  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Winterport.  This 
has  been  a  hard  year  in  many  ways,  since  the  traveling  has 
made  it  almost  impossible  for  some  of  the  pupils  who  live  at 
a  distance  to  be  regular  and  prompt  in  their  attendance.  We 
have  been  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  purchase  of  textbooks  which 
have  been  a  long  time  in  coming  from  the  companies. 

In  general,  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been  very  good.  There 
are,  of  course,  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but  they  are  few  and 
far  between.  Mr.  Andrews  has  continued  his  most  excellent  ad- 
ministration of  the  high  school,  and  has  rendered  me  invaluable 
aid  in  planning  the  work  more  definitely  and  in  outlining  the 
courses  of  study  in  Science,  so  that  we  may  have  a  -standard 
course  throughout  the  district.  It  is  difficult  to  meet  local 
problems  and  at  the  same  time  do  the  work  required  to  get 
ready  for  college,  and  this  I  feel  that  Mr.  Andrews  is  doing  in 
no  small  measure.  Miss  Conant  has  done  very  well  with  the 
'language  department,  and  I  most  heartily  agree  with  Mr.  An- 
drews when  he  says  that  "  Miss  Conant  is  a  teacher  of  whom 
her  town's  people  may  well  be  proud."  Mr.  Clark  resigned  at 
the  close  of  the  fall  term  to  attend  Castine  Normal  School, 
where  Mr.  Hall  reports  that  he  is  doing  good  wrork.  M?ss  Tena 
Hodgkins  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Brewer,  where  she 
is  continuing  her  good  work.  I  voice  the  sentiments  of  the 
committee  when  I  say  that  we  regret  the  necessity  of  losing  her 
as  she  was  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher  who  always  did  her 
work  as  well  as  she  knew  how.  Mr.  Donald  Knapp  came  to 
lake  Mr.  Clark's  place,  and  altho  lacking  in  experience  has 
taken  hold  of  the  work  wonderfully  well.  The  rural  schools 
have,  almost  without  exception,  been  well  taught.  In  some  of 
these  the  attendance  has  been  very  poor,  no  doubt  due  to  the 
hard  conditions  of  travel  during  the  winter  term . 
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Repairs  are  urgently  needed  at  the  High  School  in  regard  to 
the  seats.  The  toilet  at  the  Cove  School  is  a  disgrace  to  any 
civilized  community  and  must  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible, 
probably  before  the  close  of  the  spring  term  in  June.  I  rec- 
ommend that  the  Cove  School  or  Fisher  School  be  remodeled 
during  the  coming  year.  The  repairs  on  the  Martin  School 
must  be  completed  and  the  building  painted.  The  paint  for 
this  building  has  already  been  purchased.  Some  method  of 
drainage  must  be  provided  at  the  Grammar  School  for  the 
drinking  fountain,  as  the  overflow  from  the  fountain  drains  to 
the  gravel  before  the  the  main  door  thus  keeping  a  constant 
pool  of  muddy  water  where  the  students  must  walk  thru  it  in 
passing  out  or  into  the  building.  The  high  school  needs  paint- 
ing badly.  Some  means  of  fire  protection  should  be  provided 
in  each  of  the  buildings. 

In  organizing  a  district  for  supervision  there  are  often  many 
things  to  be  considered.  Before  a  teacher  can  work  at  her  job 
intelligently  there  must  be  certain  specifications  laid  down,  by 
which  her  success  can  be  measured .  We  must  have  a  course 
of  study  which  states  exactly  how  much  and  what  work  shall 
be  covered  by  the  pupils  of  a  certain  grade.  In  this  way  only 
can  we  overcome  a  certain  amount  of  duplication  of  effort  and 
maintain  the  best  graded  schools.  The  teacher  must  have  a 
certain  code  by  which  she  can  govern  her  activities  during  the 
school  day,  models  from  which  to  plan  her  work,  and 
work  out  the  daily  program  which  will  best  cover  the  work  of 
her  special  school.  We  are  attempting  to  draw  up  these  spec- 
ifications in  the  form  of  a  course  of  study  which  shall  state 
exactly  just  how  much  work  shall  be  accomplished  in  a  certain 
length  of  time,  and  what  topics  shall  be  emphasized  in  the 
work.  The  schools  must  keep  abreast  of  the  tim-s,  and  in 
order  to  do  this  the  courses  must  be  worked  over  to  best  fit  the 
problems  of  the  day.  The  course  of  study  in  history  for  the 
elementary  schools  is  nearly  ready  for  distributation  to  teach- 
ers, and  the  course  in  French  has  been  given*  to  the  teachers  in 
the  High  School.  The  work  in  revising  the  English  course  will 
be  completed  by  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term  in  order 
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that-  it  may  be  used  during  the  latter  pirt  of  the  year. 

Few  new  books  have  oeen  introduced,  because  the  financial 
condition  would  not  seem  to  warrant  the  expenditure  at  this 
time.  Many  are  needed  to  replace  used  books  which  are  now 
worn  out,  and  several  new  histories  should  be  introduced  to 
show  the  more  recent  historical  happenings.  Many  of  the  pres- 
ent geographies  and  maps  are  far  from  correct,  as  corrections 
caused  by  tne  World  War  have  not  been  recorded. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  conscientious  work  done  by  the  teachers.  In  the  last  analy- 
sis it  is  the  teacher  who  makes  or  mars  a  school,  and  fortunate 
are  we  that  our  teachers  are  responding  so  earnestly  and  well. 
The  school  committee  has  rendered  an  invaluable  aid  and  spec- 
ial credit  is  due  them  for  the  able  way  in  which  they  have 
handled  the  financial  situation.  In  a  town  where  the  school 
committee  takes  as  intelligent  and  active  control  as  does  ours 
here  in  Winterport  we  should  have  small  worry  over  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Officers  and  Citizens  of  the  town  of  Winterp'^rt. 

The  following  report  of  the  high  school  for  the  year  1922-23 
is  respectfully  submitted : 

From  the  opening  of  the  school  Sept.  11,  1922  we  have  had 
a  good  attendafice,  64  students  being  registered  the  first  day,  of 
which  60  are  now  attending.  This  number  shows  an  increase 
of  nine  over  the  number  of  students  attending  last  year,,  and  is

The  daily  atttendance  has  been  satisfactory  thruout  the  year, 
the  fall  term  showing  an  average  attendance  of  97%  which  is 
unusually  good.  The  percentage  has  fallen  to  about  93  during 
the  winter  term  due  to  \  large  amount  of  sickness  and  the  severe 
weather. 
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We  are  offering  a  course  of  study  which  is  as  complete  as 
possible  for  a  two  teacher  school,  and  based  as  it  is  upon  the 
entrance  requirements  of  the  Maine  colleges,  it  should  give  a 
thorough  preparation  for  college,  or  a  good  general  education 
for  those  students  who  do  not  expect  to  pursue  a  college  course. 
A  survey  of  the  graduates  of  Winterport  High  School  for  the 
past  ten  years  shows  them  in  nearly  every  case  occupying  a 
prominent  place  in  the  professions,  in  the  community  and  in 
higher  institutions  of  learning.  If  we  fail,  it  is  because  we  have 
not  the  facilities  for  training  those  boys  and  girls  who  have  no 
taste  or  natural  aptitude  for  a  classical  curriculum.  Modern 
educational  theory  and  practice  demands  that  these  young  peo- 
ple shall  be  trained.  If  their  interest  does  not  lie  in  Latin, 
History  and  Geometry,  they  must  be  trained  in  those  sciences 
or  occupations  that  will  help  them  to  earn  their  living  and 
make  better  homes  for  themselves.  With  our  facilities  here  at 
present  we  can  do  but  little  along  this  line.  We  can  and  must, 
try  to  create  an  interest  in  the  world's  great  store  of  knowledge. 
We  must  enthuse  and  encourage  and  develop.  These  things 
we  can  do  and  we  can  hope  that  even  those  students  who  do  not 
complete  their  course  may  have  acquired  some  knowledge  or 
ideals  that  will  make  them  an  asset  to  the  community. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  to  have  every  student  take  part 
in  some  activity  outside  of  his  lessons.  Everyone  can  do 
something;  athletics,  the  school  paper,  dramatics,  declamations 
offices  and  managerships  of  the  various  school  and  class  organ- 
izations afford  opportunities  for  training  that  cannot  fail  in 
benefiting  to  some  degree  those  who  engage  in  them. 

We  are  trying  to  give  a  little  assistance  in  the  selection  of 
vocations  and  helping  students  to  find  out  what  they  are  best 
fitted  to  do.  We  aie  making  an  effort  to  train  for  citizenship 
and  giving  practical  instruction  in  the  affairs  of  Government. 
We  are  making  a  special  study  of  the  history,  geography,  in- 
dustries and  prominent  people  of  Maine,  in  order  that  the 
younger  people  may  realize  what  their  state  means  to  them  and 
to  create  a  pride  in  Maine's  past  and  present  that  will  increase 
their  devotion  to  civic  responsibilities. 
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The  school  has  been  well  supplied  with  text-books  and  lab- 
oratory equipment.  A  temporary  shortage  of  a  few  sets  of  books 
during  the  first  part  of  the  year  was  due  to  a  delay  on  the  part 
of  the  publishers  and  was  thru  no  fault  of  the  school  officers. 

Miss  Conantis  doing  good  work  in  the  language  department. 
Thorough,  self  reliant,  a  loyal  and  willing  cooperator  and  with 
splendid  ideals  and  principals,  she  is  a  teacher  of  whom  her 
town's  people  may  well  be  proud. 

We  are  trying  to  build  up  a  system  of  athletics  at  the  school 
that  will  rank  favorably  with  the  schools  about  us.  This  is 
based  upon  clean  sportsmanship,  fair  play  and  loyalty  to  the 
school.  Every  boy  and  girl  is  encouraged  to  take  part,  and  op- 
portunities are  given  far  all  to  play,  even  tho  they  are  unable 
to  qualify  for  the  teams  representing  the  school.  I  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who  have  so  freely  given  their 
services  as  coaches  and  officials  during  the  past  year  and  also 
those  citizens  who  by  their  encouragement  and  support  have 
made  athletics  at  the  high  school  possible. 

Recommendations  for  the  coming  year  include  a  thorough 
overhauling  of  the  seats  in  the  assembly  ro  >m,  many  of  which 
are  badly  in  need  of  repairs  and  the  purchase  of  reference  books 
for  the  library.  A  few  minor  repairs  on  windows?  plastering 
and  woodboxes  are  also  needed,  none  of  which  will  entail  great 
expense.  The  usual  expenditure  for  laboratory  supplies  and 
and  text  books  will  probably  be  needed. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  officials,  parents  aud 
citizens  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year.
